As many of you know, Katie Strand, Teresa and Phillip Thompson, Fr. Mark, Bishop Cupich, 
and 34 other young people and sponsors from across our diocese, are in Sydney, Australia for 
World Youth Day 2008. They have joined hundreds of thousands of others from around the 
world to learn and celebrate and worship together. Here's a little sampling of what they will 
experience in the week ahead: 

On Tuesday, July 15, opening Mass will be celebrated by Cardinal George Pell and the Bishops 
of the World at Barangaroo Precinct in Sydney. This will be followed by an evening of Youth 
Festival events, which will include performing and visual arts, forums and conversations, 
workshops, community gatherings, street music, vocations expos, Taize prayer. Reconciliation, 
Adoration, and on and on. 

Wednesday, there will be catechetical sessions in the morning, followed by sightseeing and 
continued Youth Festival events in the afternoon and evening. 

Pope Benedict XVI will arrive on Thursday! Thousands will gather to welcome 
him as he arrives via "Boat-er-Cade" across Sydney Harbour. From there he will 
travel by Popemobile through the streets of Sydney to Barangaroo for the 
welcoming ceremony. 

Friday's highlight will be a live, theatrical Stations of the Cross, which will take 
place at many locations along Sydney Harbor, including St. Mary's Cathedral, the 
Art Gallery, the Domain, Sydney Opera House, and Darling Harbour. 

On Saturday all will join together in a Pilgrimage Walk across the Sydney 
Harbour Bridge to the Southern Cross Precinct for an Evening Vigil with the 
Pope—a joyful and moving candle-lit event. 

Sunday, July 20, is the actual World Youth Day. Pope Benedict will fly over the 
Southern Cross Precinct by helicopter and meander through the streets in his Popemobile. Then 
he will preside over Mass, which will be open to the public—and promises to be the largest 
gathering of people in the entire history of Australia. Even larger than the 2000 Olympics! 

The theme chosen by Pope Benedict for World Youth Day 2008 is, "You will receive power 
when the Holy Spirit has come upon you; and you will be my witnesses" (Acts 1:8). Please pray 
that the pilgrims from our diocese will experience this transforming power of the Holy Spirit in 
their lives, and become his witnesses to the world. Amen!
